Vic Mealing would have been 
58-years-old in January, continu¬ 
ing his love for classic cars, his 
grandchildren and horses. 

The Niagara Fails resident who 
grew up in Crystal Beach, who 
was often referred to as "Skip" by 
his dose friends and family, died 
from injuries he suffered at the 
annual Santa Claus Parade on 
Saturday, when he was trampled 
by his horse that was to be a part 
of the annual holiday spectade. 

It happened in a marshaling 
area around 1:30 pm before the 
parade carried on as usual around 


said "Skip" was a great person 
who she will dearly miss. 

"He was a very good brother 
and he was very family oriented," 
she said. 

Apparently he had not been 
feeling well prior to the parade 
and was dealingwith some health 
issues, but Donna said that wasn't 
going to deter him from doing 
something he knew would be 
putting smiles on all the children's 
faces who were stationed along 
the parade route. 

"He loved his horse and he 
wanted to do it for the kids. There 
was no talking him out of it," she 
said.

"I feel really bad for the fam¬ 
ily.

Odding said the accident is 
not related to sirens or com¬ 
motion caused by fire trucks 
or any other noise while the 


parade was getting ready to 
start down Catherine Street 
from the Fort Erie Racetrack. 

It is her understanding that 
Mealing had taken his horse 
to a grassy area for a pre¬ 
parade snack. 

"He was by himself when 
this happened. There was 


nothing that spooked the 
horse," she said. 

Keith German, deputy fire 
chief with the Fort Erie Fire 
Department, said several 
nearby firefighters saw the 
incident and tended to the 
injured man. The incident 
happened between 1:30 and 


1:45 p.m., he said. The parade 
was scheduled to start at 2 

"I know it happened in the 
marshaling area. One of our 
firefighters went in the ambu¬ 
lance with the paramedics (to 
the hospital}," German said 
early Saturday evening. 


"When one of our firefight¬ 
ers has to go in an ambulance, 
that generally means things 
are not good," said German. 

It was later learned that- 
Mealing succumbed to his 
injuries while being transport¬ 
ed in an ambulance to Greater 
Niagara General Hospital.

The male attempted to grab 
the money from the till but 
was blocked from doing so 
by the store employee.

Legion clarifies letter from last week 


Dear Editor, 

Every so often the topic of 
flags crops what. 

What is correct and what 
isn't? 

As I drive around town, I 
see so many of our National's 
emblem flown. Some are 
flown proudly, crisp and 
clean. Others are tattered and 
tom having done their duty 
and are sadly in need of 
respectful retirement 

I want to believe our citi¬ 
zens fly the Canadian flag 
because they are proud of it, 
what it represents and to show 
their own patriotism. 


Here are the three most 
common errors which are dis¬ 
respectful. 

The Canadian flag should 
be flown on its own standard 
mast or pole. The practice of 
flying one national flag over 
the top of another national 
flag on the same pole shows 
disrespect for the flag on the 
bottom. 

If I were an American citi¬ 
zen I would be profoundly 
offended to find my flag 
beneath another nation's flag. 

When facing the front of a 
property or building where 
two flags are displayed, the 
Canadian flag should be on 


the left. 

Where three flags are dis¬ 
played, the Canadian flag 
should be flown on the centre 
standard. 

When your flag has done its 
duty, you should take it down 
and replace it. If you have no 
replacement it's better to have 
a bare flag pole. 

If you wish to retire your flag 
properly, please feel free to 
bring it to the Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 71 where this 
service is free of charge.

As with most things, travel¬ 
ling across the border to save 
$l,000s looks good on paper 
but when you get onto the 
road, the scales may start to 
level out. 

What is admissable? 

First of all, although most 
new models are identical 
between the two countries 
(except for varying equip¬ 
ment levels) not all vehicles 


(depending on age and use). 

A great place to start when 
thinking of importing a vehi¬ 
cle into Canada is the Registrar 
of Imported Vehicles (RIV). 
The website www.riv.ca will 
walk you through the entire 
process from what is admis¬ 
sible, through the modifica¬ 
tions you may have to make 
to the vehicle you’re bringing 
into the country, to the taxes 
and fees you’re going to have 
to pay (both federally and pro- 
vincially). 

may seem at first blush. And 
then there are those things that 
RIV won’t tell you about. What 
happens if your new vehicle 
needs to be repaired? What 
about recalls and repairs under 
warranty? What if you find

yourself stranded by the side 
of the road on a dark winter’s 
night? What about disposing of 
your vehicle, once it’s lived its 
useful life? 

As expected, most new car 
manufacturers think the value 
inherent in a vehicle sold in 
Canada outweighs the poten¬ 
tial cost differential, most nota¬ 
bly in after-sales experiences, 
such as warranty claims. War¬ 
ranty coverage is based on the 
country of origin, so a vehi¬ 
cle sold in the U.S. is naturally 
guaranteed in the U.S., but it’s 
not that black and white. 

"We are confident that con¬ 
sumers will find there is tre¬ 


mendous value in purchas¬ 
ing a vehicle in Canada,” says 
LouAnn Gosselin, Head of 
Communications at Chrysler 
Canada. “Warranty coverage 
is based upon the country of 
the vehicle’s origin. Once a U.S. 
Chrysler vehicle is exported 
and registered outside of the 
United States it no longer qual¬ 
ifies for the manufacturer's 
warranty in the U.S.; further¬ 
more, it is not eligible for war¬ 
ranty coverage in Canada.” 

In other words, as soon as 
you cross the border in your 
Chrysler purchase and regis¬ 
ter die vehicle for use in your 
province, you don’t have a war¬ 


ranty. Period. 

There had been a lot of 
publicity generated around 
the touchy subject of warran¬ 
ties, especially in light of free 
trade agreements, leading 
some manufacturers to mod¬ 
ify the way they handle war¬ 
ranty claims by owners who 
purchased their vehicles in the 
other country. 

Ford Canada will honour the 
U.S. warranty terms and the 
roadside assistance (which on 
most vehicles lasts the terms of 
the basic warranty), though the 
customer would have to call 
the U.S. number when attempt¬ 
ing to secure such assistance. 


Volvo Canada also hon¬ 
ours the basic warranties (four 
years or 50,000 miles in the 
U.S, 80,000 km in Canada), but 
Volvo customers can obtain 
extended warranties at time 
of purchase, and these are not 
honoured. 

Some manufacturers, such 
as Mercedes-Benz Canada, 
have warranties on parts and 
components that sometimes 
don’t exist in the other country 
— rust-though coverage, for 
example, brake components 
and battery life. 

Mercedes-Benz Canada will 
honour the U.S. warranty, but 
only after the vehicle has been 


modified to meet Canadian 
specifications at an author¬ 
ized Mercedes-Benz dealer¬ 
ship in Canada (a potentially 
expensive and lengthy process 
that may include the installa¬ 
tion of day time running lights 
and changing instrumentation, 
gear shift selector and certain 
comfort features), at the end 
of which it must be cleared by 
Mercedes-Benz Canada for a 
fee of $500. 

Porsche Cars Canada, which 
claims the closest margin in 
MSRPs between the two coun¬ 
tries (14%, according to Laur- 
ance Yap, Director of Market¬ 
ing), has a similar program to 
extend warranty coverage in 
Canada (once the vehicle is 
inspected and signed-off on 
at a Canadian dealership — a 
$250 procedure). 

Disposal problems 

And at the end of its use¬ 
ful life, there may be disposal 
problems with a U.S.-pur- 
chased vehicle. It may not be 
as easy as simply trading it in 
on a newpurehase. 

“While it is ultimately the 
dealer’s decision, there is no 
certainty that dealers will 
accept U.S. vehicles as trade- 
ins,” states JoAnne Caza, Direc¬ 
tor, Communications & Public 
Relations at Mercedes-Benz 
Canada. “If a dealer refuses 
to take a U.S. import on trade, 
then the trade-in tax credit 
cannot be claimed on any sub¬ 
sequent purchase.” 

So the cost savings of pur¬ 
chasing a vehicle in the United 
States may seem immediate, 
but those costs start to even out 
by the time you get the vehi¬ 
cle on the road in Canada and 
then attempt to dispose of it
